Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 2-6, 8-11, 13-23, 25-32 and 33-35 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In reference to claims 2-6, 8-11, 18, 19, 30, 31 and 36-41, the prior art does not teach a 
crossover strap extending from one of the contoured panels and adapted to extend to another one 
of the contoured panels in combination with other recited limitations. 

In reference to claims 13-17, 20-23, 25-29, 33-35, the prior art does not teach the interior 
edge that is generally concave shaped and the exterior edge is generally convex shaped, and 
wherein contoured panels are arranged such that the interior edges of adjacent contoured panels 
face each other and are spaced apart from each other such that a gap is defined between the 
interior edges of adjacent contoured panels in combination with other recited limitation.
